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A COMING SCANDAL. 


ALLEGED STRAINED*RELATIONS BETWEEN’ 


PABNELL AND O’SHEA. 


Ugly Rumors Circulated About the Un- 
crowned King of Ireland—The Woman in 
the Case—Parnell’s Seeluded Residence—A 
Threatened Sensation in the Diverce 
Courts. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, England, June 9.—That a woman 
couldmake or mar a man’s political career was 
one of the political axioms of the late Lord 
Beaconsfield. It has received strong confirma- 
tion in the recent events in English 
politics — stronger in the marring 
than in the making of careers. 
The polished and intellectual Sir Charles Dilke 
had the fruit of his triumph snatched away 
just as it was within his grasp. He is a politi- 
cal wreck, bowed and broken by disgrace, with 
scarcely a feather weight of influence among 
associates who at one time regarded him as the 
coming man. His ruin was the work of a 
woman. 

A greater man than Sir Charles Dilke is 
threatened, and with his ruin, should it come 
to pass, a serious blow would de dealt to a 
cause which is stirring the empire to its core, 
and in which interests of a people are at 
stake. It is no less than the *‘Uncrowned 
King of Ireland“ at whom the 
tongue of scandal is pointed 
at present and an ugly rumor which is cur- 
rent points to developments which will cause 
an immense sensation in political circles. 

There are several incidents, slight in them- 
selves, which are regarded with intense in- 
terest by all who are cognizant of the reports 
in connection with them. One is 
the collision of Mr. Parnell’s brougham 
with a vegetable wagon in the 
village of Eltham, in Kent, by which the Irish 
leader had a narrow escape from injury. 
Another is the forcing of Capt. O’Shea by Mr. 
Parnell on the electors of Galway as their can- 
didate for Parliament. Still another is the 
significant act of Capt. O’Shea in leaving the 
House and refusing to vote in the division on 
the home-rule bill and his later retirement 
from politics. g 8 

TO PICK UP THE THREAD 

ot the story it is necessary to go back to the 
late elections for the House in Ireland. It will 
be remembered thatin the Galway convention 
to select a candidate Parnell came 
near causing a rupture in his party 
by insisting that Oapt. O’Shea be put 
forward. It required all the influence that the 
Dictator possessed to force the acceptance of 
his candidate. He had to use threats and 
powerful inducements to accomplish his pur- 
pose, and the fight left bitter feelings in the 
breasts of a number ofthe Irish members 
against Parnell and Capt. O’Shea. The 
incident was taken by many as 
the first step in the direction of a split in Par- 
nell’s following and as the opening wedge of 
dissension which might bring ruin on the 
cause. It was a bold action of Parnell and the 
reason for it was sought in vain. Various con- 
jectures were brought forwardin explanation 
of it and the current belief was 
that Parnell was under a heavy obligation 
to O’Shea or was in his power to some extent. 
The home-rule leader offered no reason and 
the party accepted their associate with ill 
grace. O’Sheahas never enjoyed personal 
popularity in his party and open and bitter 
enmity has existed between him and several 
prominent members ofit. Healy hates him 
thoroughly and his feeling is shared 
by Lord Mayor Sullivan of Du@in, and others 
equally prominent in Irish politics. 

The relations between Parnell and O’Shea 
were passed by with hints and rumors for the 
time, until the collision between the Irish 
leader’s brougham anda vegetable wagon in 
Eltham revealed a secret which Mr. Parnell and 
his most intimate friends, if the lat- 
ter knew it, kept carefully guarded. 

MR. PARNELL’S RESIDENCE 

for a long time was a mystery appar- 
ently to every one. The invariable 
response to a question as to his 
address asked of any member of the Irish 
party was that a letter directed to the House 
of Commons or to the general office of 
the Irish Parliamentary party would 
reach him. It was believed that Mr. 
Parnell’s desire for seclusion was his reason 
for maintaining this secrecy with regard to his 
residence. His most intimate friends declared 
that they did not know where he lived, ex- 
cepting that it was somewhere in 
the country near London. There was 
one singular circumstance about the 
life of the leader, and this was that every now 
and then even at the most critical periods in 
politics he would disappear for a week or two 
andit would be impossible to discover his 
place of resort. 

The incident of the collision led to the dis- 
covery of this retreat. Early one morning a 
vegetable wagon on its way to Covent Garden 
Market collided with a brougham which con- 
tained Mr. Parnell. While the parliamenta- 
rian was not injured im body, there 
is every reason to believe that a 
physical injury would have been preferable to 
the publicity of the incident. Eltham is a 
small village in Kent about ten miles from 
Chdring Cross Station on the Southeastern 
Railway, and Wonersh Lodge is the home 
of Capt. O’Shea, Mr. Parnell’s recent 
follower. The lodge has a charming lo- 
cation just beyond the plage in 
a row of detached villas. The fifth house in 
the row ig where Mrs. O’Shea, the Captain’s 
wife, m@fes her constant home and where 
Mr. Parnell's drougham stops for him to alight 
in his periodical retreats. This is where the 
Irish leader finds repose from his parliament- 
ary contests. He leaves Oharing Cross Station 
generally after the sitting of the Commons is 
over and is always met at Eltham by a carriage 
which conveys him to Mrs. Q’Shea’s house. 
The villagers of Eltham know of Mr. Parneli’s 
visits tothe O’Shea villa, and regard him as 
either a guest ora lodger of the lady of the 
house. They know little about his life there, 
and always speak of him with esteem and re- 


spect. 
THE LATEST DEVELOPMENT 
with which rumor deals is the apparent break 
in the amicable relations existing between Mr. 
Parnell and Oapt. O’Shea. The latter was the 
only Irish member who failed to vote in 
the critical division on the home- 
rule bill. When the division wae 
called for, he took his hat and walked out of 
the House. Since then he has resigned his 
seat in the Commons and has declared his in- 
tention to withdraw from politics. 
These are only the outward manifestations 
of a volcano which is said to be boiling under 
Mr. Parnell’s feet and which threatens to burst 
at any moment. The report from inside sources 
is that the relations between Mr. Parnell and 
Mrs. O'Shea have 
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moved the Irish leader to do his bidding was 
the knowledge of the intimacy existing be- 
tween his wife and Mr. Parnell. It is stated 
by those who are familiar with current 
political talk and events, that the relations of 
Mr. Parnell and Mrs. O’Shea have been main- 
tained with the knowledge and connivance of 
the husband, but that the break has come, and 
an explosion is impending. There is a report 
of divorce proceedings on the part of Capt. 
O’ Shea, which will cause a sensation, owing to 
‘the position of the co-respondent,equal, if not 
greater than that caused by the Dilke-Oraw- 
ford scandal. Every effort js being made to 
smother all such rumors, and they are denied 
What the effect 
ot such a disclosure on Mr. Parnell's career, 
his party, and the cause of home rule would 
be, are pure conjectures. 


A WICKED COUSIN. 


The Mystery in the Coombs-Harris Shooting 
Affray Solved. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsraTon. 

NEw Tonk, June 9.—The mystery in the 
Coombs- Harris shooting affray in Brooklyn on 
Monday night was solved yesterday and, 
as generally happenssthere was ‘‘a woman at 
the bottom ofit.’’ Shortly after dark on the 
night in question, the passers-by in the neigh- 
borhood of Division avenue and Filth 
street were astonished to see two men 
chasing another, the latter of whom ap- 
peared to be fleeing for his life. A moment 


later the two pursuers drew revolvers and 
both fired in tbe direction of the pursued. 
The taller ofthe two men, who carried two 
révolvers soon distanced his fellow-marks- 
manand thenthe race between him and the 
man he was after became extremely exciting. 
The former continued firing until the latter 
dropped upon the sidewalk, screaming ‘‘My 
God! I’m shot,’’ while the other continued 
on his way, evidently determined to reach 
cover. By this time Officer Blaney, of the 
Clymer Street Station, and assistant Engineer 
Charles Frost, joined in the pursuis. hen 
the fleeing man saw that a 2 was 
after him he turned quickly an 
DODGED BEHIND A TELEGRAPH POLE. 

„Hold up, I'll surrender,’’ shouted the 
man. He was taken to the station-house, 
where he said his name wasSidney Coombs, 
of No. 179 Taylor street. Later’on the other 
brother was taken to the Clymer street station, 
but as there was no gharge against him he was 

ermitted to depart? The cause of the shoot- 
ng, as was yesterday ascertained from an in- 
controvertible source, is as follows: The 
Coombs boys reside with their father and 
mother at 179 Taylor street, and are in busi- 
ness with their father, Jessie Coombs, at 23 
Pitt street, New York. The wife and mother 
is a prepossessing woman about 40 or 42 
years of age. ank Harris, the wounded 
man is her cousin by marriage, and ever since 
he left his home in Wheeling he has been 
boarding at the Coombs’ residence, going daily 
to his business, which is that of a box cutter. 
He has always been considered as one of the 
family, and was always respected as such. 
No thought ot anything of a clandestine nature 
between Harris and Mrs Coombs ever existed 
until about a week ago, when the younger 
Coombs chanced to meet them together in the 
Atlantic Garden on the Bowery. Even then 
they acted towards each other in a no more 
friendly manner than they had always acted 
at home, andthe young man determined to 
say nothing about the matter. te on Sunday 
night or early on Monday morning when Mr. 
Coombs, the elder, entered the basement of his 
home on Taylor street he heard a suspicious 
noise, and upon striking a match he found his 
wife and Harris together. 

MRS. COOMBS SHRIEKED 

upon the appearance of her husband, and the 
scapegrace cousin made a hasty endeavor to 
retreat. A fierce fight ensued and the entire 
housebold was aroused and hurried to the as- 
sistance of Mr.UCoombs. Harris received a 
—— severe handling but finally left the 
10use as quickly as his feet could carry him. 
Mrs. Coombs asserted her innocence of any 
wrong and a temporary trucein order to avoid 
scandal was patched up. Mr. Coombs and his 
two sons left their home at the usual hour and 
departed for their place of business in New 
York. All threescarcely spoke to one another 
during the day,but towards night the father said 
to his sons: ‘‘Boys, I'm afraid that this will 
kill me.“ The sons afterwards consulted, 
and Sidney said to his brother: This is a ter - 
rible disgrace. I think that if I don’t kill 
Harris I'll commit suicide.“ The brothers 
then came to their Eastern District residence 
and met their mother. 

‘‘Weare goingto kill Frank Harris,’’ said 
Sidney to her. 

She begged them not to, saying, ‘‘He may 
kill you. . 

About ten minutes later Harris arrived at 
the house. The two Coombs boys had armed 
themselves with pistols and a hatchet and 
were about going in search Ot him. 
fight ensued, and Harris fied. Ha was 
pursued to the street, 
stated. Sidney Coombs was 
fore Justice Naeher yesterday morning and 
was committed to await the result of Harris’ 
injuries. It is thought that he may recover 
although his wound is a bad one. e is still 
in the Eastern District Hospital, but refuses to 
talk concerning the trouble. The reporter 
called at the Coombs’ residence in the after- 
noon. It is a modest dwelling and the shades 
were drawn.

THE GENERAL ELECTIONS NOW CLAIM THE 
ATTENTION OF ENGLISH POLITICIANS. .

Chamberlain Decides to Establish a New Na- 
tional Radical Association—Gladstone’s 
Programme—The Belfast Riots—Expulsion 
ef the Princes from France—Foreign 

News.

LonpDon, June 9.—The ministers are extremely 
reticent, but there is practically no doubt 
that Gladstone’s dutiful fjoommunication, sent 
in brief by telegraph yesterday morning and 
by special messenger last night to Balmoral, 
was the announcement of his desire to dissolve 
Parliament. This is universally believed. In- 
terest, therefore, is transferred to the general 
elections. The chief news to-day is Cham 
berlain’s decision to form a new National 
Radical Association in place of the National 
Liberal Federation, otherwise known as the 
Birmingham caucus, which recently decided 
so overwhelmingly against him. The head- 
quarters of this organization will be in Bir- 
mingham. The object is to secure a large ex- 
tension of local self-government to England, 
Scotland and Ireland, and the authority of 
one supreme Parliament of the United King 
dom. This action places Chamberlain 

IN AN UNPLEASANT LIGHT. 
For years past he has been the chief advocate 
of the caucus system and has preached every- 
where the doctrine of the duty of individuals 
to submit to the majority. Now that the cau- 
cus has decided against his views he is the 
first to throw over the elaborate and admirable 
organization formed with great labor during 
many years. He will be President and Jesse 
Collings Secretary of the new organization. 
A number of members of Parliament are re- 
ported as willing to become Vice- 
Presidents. Another interesting item is 
Capt. O’Shea’s resignation of his seat. 
His abstention on Monday made it 
clear that he would never again contest an 
Irish seat. His presentresignation apparently 
means that he throws in his lot with Chamber- 
lain instead of Parnell, and recalis the fact 
that during the recent election in Galway he 
exhibited from Chamberlain a letter in which 
the latter said that should he ever be Premier 
O’Shea should have a place in his Cabinet as 
Chief Secretary for Ireland. On Thursday 
Gladstone will probably inform the House that

The riot act 
was read and the police fired onthe crowd, 
seized the Catholic tavern, threw 
the furniture out of the windows 
and burned it in the street, smashed 
whisky barrels and seriously injured a num- 
ber of the constabulary, who were quite help- 
less. My special correspondent telegraphs 
that the mob made few allusions to home rule, 
the general cry being To hell with the 
Pope.’’ He asserts that the Orange party em- 
phatically were the aggressors. The police 
urgently need reinforcements, as the whole 
rowdyism ofthe city seems to have broken 
loose. 


Expelling the Princes, 


Special Cablq@jram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Paris, June 9.—After a long debate the com- 
mission to which the Chamber of Deputies had 
sent the proposed law forthe expulsion of the 
Princes have reached a conclusion upon which 
they will base their report. A disagreement 
exists between the commission and the minis- 
try upon the question of the advisability of 
expelling the Princes who are not pretenders 
tothethrone. The report of the commission 
proposes to the Chamber a vote for an imme- 
diate and enforced expulsion of all the Princes 
who are Gonnected with any of the families 
who have reigned in France. On the 
contrary, M. de Freycinet holds to his 
first proposition. He wished to expel only 
the pretenders and their direct heirs; that is to 
say, the Comte de Paris and his two sons, their 
uncles, the Prince de Joinville and the sons of 
the lasttwo. The Ducde Alencon and the Duc 
de Penthieore are expelled. The principal 
ground of complaint made by the ministry 
against the Comte de Paris grows out of an 
incident which happened at the fete given by 
the pretender at the Hotel Galliera, on the 
Rue de Varennes, at the time of the recent de- 
parture of the Princess Amelie for Lisbon. 
The Count had invited to this fete all the em- 
bassadors accredited to Paris, as if he were a 
reigning sovereign instead of a simple citizen. 
The embassadors, in declining that invitation, 
had shown that they considered it out of place. 
It is also charged that the pretender has 
recently organized societies for advancing the 
interests of the monarchists while nominally 
organizing committees on agriculture in the 
various departments. The proposition for 
expulsion will come up for discussion in the 
Chamber of Deputies on Thursday. Republi- 
can opinion seems much divided on the ques 
tion. A part of the Opportunists, among 
whom is M. Brisson, have come out Against M. 
de Freycinet’s proposition, and are conse- 
quently in favor ot a general and immediate 
expulsion of all Princes by a direct vote of the 
Chamber. As forthe moderate Republicans, 
they are opposed to any vote of expulsion, on 
the ground that they see no neces@ty for it. 
The Senate appears to be unfavorable to the 
project of M. de Freycinet, and it certainly 
will be to the committee’s credit if the Cham- 
ber gives any indication that they willadopt it.

Gotfried Fritz and $4,000 Wanted by a 
Property Owner. 


Charles Claas, a grocery-keeper at 200 South 
Twentieth street, is looking for Gotfried Fritz, 
a contractor and builder, who, it is alleged, has 
absconded with $4,125 belonging to Mr. Claas.

His wife and 
family, who lived at 2903 Rutger street, claim 
to be ignorant of his whereabouts. They 
left the city on Friday evening ostensibly for 
Manchester, St. uis County, where the 
wife's mother resides. 

The first intimation Mr. Claas received of 
any crookedness was on last Saturday even- 
ing, when one of the laborers called, asked 
when the men would be paid and said that 
Fritz had not been seen since the time 
mentioned above.

The titled nobility of France, sadly 
averting its aristocratic gaze from the 
plebeian spectacle of republican suprem- 
acy, is consoled. The Empire is no mqe, 
royalty has no hope, the royal families 
must pack and skip, but the nobility re- 
mains, and, excluded from other paths 
of public life, it runs a circus. 

The cable gives us the details. A Duke 
in tights and spangles turns somersaults 
on horseback, a Marquis shares similar 
equestrian honors with an opera danseuse, 
Counts jump through paper hoops, the de- 
scendants of the Crusaders whiten their 
faces and revamp ancient jokes in clown’s 
attire. . There are Japanese wrestling 
matches in almost Japanese attire, young 
sprigs of nobility dressed as ‘‘amateur co- 
cottes’’ (so politely doth the cable phrase 
it), are thrown into the water by other 
sprigs of nobility dressed as amateur po- 
licemen. Around sit the Duchesses and 
Countesses who represent names once 
great in the world’s history; La Roche- 
foucauld, La Tremouille, D’Uzes, Mon- 
tesquieu, are among the names we read. 

It quite recalls the degradation of the 
Roman Empire, when Emperors and Sen- 
ators went down into the circus, but the 
petty modern imitation lacks all the 
grandeur of the great. historic downfall. 
The circus-riding dudes of Paris are per- 
haps as depraved and licentious as they 
know how to be, but they fall far as short 
of the great examples of the ancient 
Roman days as the little tin roues of 
New York or St. Louis fall short of ‘the 
titled clowns of France.

GLADSTONE’S APPEAL. 

The vote on GLADSTON®P’s bill divided the 
representatives of the island of Great 
Britain in the proportion of two for home 
rule in Ireland to three against it. The 
defeat of the bill by sucha British vote is 
really, in its ultimate effect, a great moral 
victory for Ireland. It shows that the 
solidity of her people and the justice and 
sound policy of their petition for local 
self-government have made a profound 
* ben the people of the neighbor 
ing island which wields the power of the 
Empire. It shows they are persuaded of 
the fatuity of their old policy toward Ire- 
land and are only disputing now about 
the mode of redress. Complications arise 
out of these disputes, one of the most seri- 
ous of which is the supposed menace to 
the Kirk establishment of Scotland, and 
any forcaste of the electoral result of an 
appeal to the people at this time must be 
mere guess work. How perfect an or- 
ganization of the coalition forces may 
be practicable remains to be seen, 
Whether the Hartington Whigs will 
retain their seats by getting enough 
Conservative support to compensate 
for the Liberal votes they will lose, 
or the Radical dissidents take away more 
votes fromthe Liberals than the latter 
will gain of Irish votes that were given 
last year to Conservative candidates, 
are questions to which no answering data 
areas yet obtainable. But even if the 
opponents of the Gladstone bill man- 
age to retain their 841 seats, dis- 
tributed as at present among Con- 
servatives, Whigs and Chamberlain 
Radicals, they will be unable to unite 
even on a practical solution of the Irish 
question. They will be as sure to dis- 
agree about that as about ail other ques- 
tions, and repeated changes of Ministry 
and appeals to the people will follow, un- 
til, by its natural growth, British democ- 
racy will triumph at last, with home rule 
for Ireland and, perhaps, with a popular 
reconstruction of the Imperial Govern- 
ment itself. 
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STATE COMMITTEEMAN AND SURVEYOR 
LANCASTER, whose appointment was an 
insult to civil-service reform and a dis- 
grace to honest stalwartism, has suc- 
ceeded in evading an investigation of the 
charges against him by a characteristic 
trick of machine politics. After the 
charges had been brought and the De- 
partment had ordered an investi- 
gation, Senatorial influence prevailed 
with the Department to prevent the 
investigation being made. All that 
was needed was to refuse to 
send out any official authorized to ad- 
minister oaths and compel attendance, 
In the absence of such official action the 
District Attorney has no more power to 
investigate charges against the Surveyor 
than he has to hold a court-martial over 
the cavalry recruiting office, and the pre- 
tense of asking him to do it is a fraud.

And so Judge David L. Hawkins is to resign 
his position as one of Jay Gould’s attorneys 
and become Agsistant Secretary of the Inte- 
rior. Oertainly no member of the army of 
corporation lawyers who have so dexterously 
hoodwinked courts, mystified jurors and 
manipulated Legisiatures in the interest of 
the Gould ring hasin the peculiar line of his 
duty more signally distinguished himself than 
has Judge Hawkins. Zealous, undoubtedly 
able, and sometimes wanting in compunction, 
the corporation lawyer is usually not only a 
faithful employe, but a partisan as well, 
in all matters affecting the interests of the 
company he represents. Andno candid man 
who has watched the interference of the 
Gould people with affairs of government has 
failed to notiee that a class of men, combin- 
ing in their mental make-up the lawyer, the 
lobbyist and the politician, are found in charge 
of the legal department of Jay Gould’s great 
combination. Judge Hawkins goes from this 
class to one of the highest offices in the Goy- 
ernment. And while we may indulge the 
hope that in his newsphere he will fill the 
office as satisfactorily as could have been done 
by one who had no connection with the most 
objectionable and corrupt corporation of this 
century, with its myriad of chartered in- 
iquities, has produced, we do not believe that 
in selecting this man as a quasi member of 
the Cabinet Senator Cockrell has lent 
impetus to the effort the people are 
making to loosen the hold of Jay Gould 
and his emissaries upon the Goverrament. It 
is one thing for the people to cry out against 
corporations and another to draw upon these 
same corporations when high official stations 
are to be filled. It is incontrovertibly true 
that Judge Hawkins is one of the trusted at- 
torneys of Jay Gould. It is equally true that 
by Senator Cockrell’s efforts he was made 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior. Nobody 
will deny that in this department of the Gov- 
ernment momentous questiqns between the 
railroad corporations and the people are de- 
cided. Claims to land grants are here 
determined, and other issues equally im- 
portant to the railroads and the country 
at large are settled by the Interior Depart- 
ment. Ifa Democratic Administration would 
preserve itself from a most positive appear- 
ance of evil, it were well that persons selected 
to fill such positions as that to which Judge 
Hawkins has been called by Senator Oockrell 
should not come fresh from the counsels of 
Gould's lawyers and lobbyists.

MRS. CLEVILAND'S ALLEGED INFLUENCE 
OVER THE PRESIDENT. 

The President Fraternizing with the News- 
paper Men—Garland’s Foolish Prejudice— 
His Refusal to Attend the President's 
Wedding Mr. Manning’s Retirement 
from Public Life—Mr. Wallace of Louisi- 


ana. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DISPATCH. 

WasHINGTON, D. O., June 6.—The reports 
from Deer Park yesterday were very interest- 
ing to the politicians. In the column and 
three-quarters of notes concerning the Presi- 
dent’s visit one point was brought out which 
¢howed a tremendous change in him. If his 
marriage can make so much Of a change in his 
opinions and methods of doing business in 80 
short a time, a perfect revolution may be ex- 
pected within a month. The President yes- 
terday actually sent for the representatives of 
the newspapers that he has been dodg- 
ing for the last six months. He rep- 
resented to them in a surprised, almost 
grieved way, that he had been misrepresented. 
He had never made any mystery concerning 
his marriage or his movements. He thought 
the public had a right to know all about him. 
This, freely translated, means that Mrs, 
Cleveland has brought the fresh light of 
youthful observation and womanly tact to 
bear upon Mr. Cleveland’s bachelor reserve, 
The Président’s openness in talking to the 
members of the press yesterday was the direct 
opposite of his whole policy up to the day of 
his wedding. The White House was the head- 
quarters of misinformation. The President 
did not tell a single ane of his Oabinet officers 
that he was to be married until the day the an- 
nouncement was given out to the Associated 
Press. He was opposed to any detail of the 
wedding ceremony being given out. 
This reserve was carried to such an ex- 
tent that the leader of the Marine Band did 
not dare to furnish the programme of the 
music rendered upon that occasion because 
he had received strict orders that it was not to 
be furnished to the public. The change indi- 
cated in the dispatches of yesterday promises 
well for what is now considered the truly new 
Administration. If Mrs. Cleveland takes the 
same interest in politics that she has shown in 
her husband's affairs since oing to Deer 
Park, itis probable that other improvements 
will soon be noted.

It is strange how asmall thing will turn a 
strong tide against a pubiic man. I think that 
Attorney-General Garland has lost more of 
his standing in Washington, by his inexcuga- 
ble refusal to attend the President’s wedding 
than by his connection with the Pan-Electric 
Company. People do not forgive rudeness 
and ili-breeding as easily as they would worse 
offenses. Washington society has condemned 
Mr. Garland for his incivility, and it is proba- 
bie that his declination must have some effect 
upon Mr. Cleveland. The President desired 
to have all of his Cabinet family with him. 
There was no reason why Mr. Garland should 
not have gone, even if he has taken an ab- 
surd vow that he will never wear a dress suit. 
The President absolved him from breakin 
this vow, and told him to come ina straigh 
trock if it so pleased him, and rather insisted 
upon his coming, but Mr. Garland 
persisted in his refusal. He said 
that he had made up his mind that he 
would never go into society again, and 
he could not accept any invitation, not even 
the President’s. e thus set up his own per- 
sonal whim aad prejudice as a bar to common 
politeness. The Attorney-General certainly 
has no reason for not going into society. He 
is a handsome, distinguished looking man, 
and has a straight, powerful figure, which 
would look particularly well in evening dress. 
He is an agreeable conversationalist, and has 
a mind well stored with all kinds of informa- 
tion. Heis avery general reader, and is more 
thoroughly equipped for 2 and en- 
tertaining people than almost any otber one of 
his Cabinet associates. His lack of social 
civility, however, is much more of a bar in the 
way of his official usefulness than are his 
Electric connections.

Mr. Manning went away yesterday. None ot 
his friends expect that he will come back here 
in the fall although the President is anxious to 
retain him.

The Mayor and the Suspended Police—A 
Conspiracy to Rob Banks. 


A committee of citizens waited on Mayor 
Joyce this morning to confer with him in re- 
gard to the action taken by the Council yester- 
day in discharging all the police. For some 
reason or other the conference was condugted 
secretly, but it was learned that the committee 
strongly advised the Mayor of the inadvisa- 


bility of leaving the city without protection on 
the mere pretense that because of the. recent 
decision inthe tax cases that the city was 
financially embarrassed. They urged him to 
do in his power to either have 
the Council restore the former force 
or afford some means of protection. The sus- 
pension of the entire force is thought by the 
citizens to have been entirely unwarranted.

THE COUNCIL DOES ITS SHARE FOR THE 
IRON MOUNTAIN MONOPOLY. 


Straub Deserts the Cause of the People—He 

Trades His Vote to Aid a Private Bill—One 
tial Amendment as to Switch- 
ing Charges—Hope for the Bill’s Defeat in 
the House. 


The Irom Mountain monopoly franchise bill 
passed the Council last night. 

Not by force ot argument; not by reason of 
the overwhelming logic of ite supporters, but 
by treachery. 

There were six members of the Council 
pledged to give the Iron Mountain a monopoly 
elevated road franchise; there were six mem- 
bers pledged to protect the people; Iron Moun- 
tain Director Allen was on his way to England, 
out of temptation. 

Bell, Cummings, Duross, Frank, Seddon 
and Straub were pledged to oppose the pill as 
long as a monopoly franchise was asked. 

Bell, Cummings, Duross, Frank and Seddon 
were faithful to their promises. 

Straub, only, failed. 

He became a friend of monopoly. 

And, tor reason! said: ‘‘I am tired and 
gick of this whole business.’’ 

He thought it was easier to acquiese than op- 
pose; easier to give monopoly franchises than 
to refuse them. 

Blakely folded his arms, raised his eyes to 
heaven and posed asamartyr. ‘‘It would be 
easier,’’ he said, to vote against it than for 
it; we are not on the popular side, but we re- 
member that our side is right.’’ 

Ten years from now we will be vindicated,’ 
prophesied Temple. 

**It requires more nerve to be just to corpo- 
rations than to the people, said Devoy. 

No one ever accused Sraub of having 
„nerve.“ 

He voted for monopoly because he was 
**tirea’’ of voting for the people. He put no 
trust in futurity. He did not pose as a martyr. 

What would it profita man it he always voted 
forthe people and got no switches for his 

riends? 

~ **The people! Commercial Interests!’’ cried 
~ Devoy, exasperated by the cutting arguments 
Duross, Cummingsand Frank were voicing. 
„Tou always know a demagogue by those 
words. Itell you the people don’t care a 
about this franchise. 

There were then lying on the clerk’s desk 
remonstrances against the passage of the bill 
he was speaking tofrom nearly 509 business 
men of thecity, every name being asynonym 
for business integrity, foresight and respecta- 
bility. 

He had said when these people came to 
know just what the Iron Mountain really 
wanted they would withdraw their signatures 
to the remonstances. 

Not one name has been withdrawn. 

Mr. O'Malley said he had talked to a number 
of signers, and when he told them the Iron 
Mountain already owned the property over 
which the elevated way was to be built, and 
only asked permission to cross the streets, 
they said they were perfectly satisfied the 
franchise should be granted. 

Mr. Frank challenged him to name the men. 

It is not necessary for me to name them.“ 
aid O'Malley in his peculiar manner. 

Why the Iron Mountain was to be given an 
exclusive franchise because it bought the 
property, other than the streets, over which it 
would have to pass before asking for the fran- 
chise, instead of condeming it to secure the 
right of way, he did not say. It could secure 
as good a title by condemnation proceedings 
as by private purchase, only the assessors 
might increase the value and so compel the 
company to pay more for the land. 

It was not necessary that Mr. O'Malley 
should name his men. It was not necessary 
that he should occupy thirty minutes to ex- 
plain his position. 

Mr. Biakely need not have posed as a 
prophet and looked 80 far into the future that 
he could see the time when ‘‘that throbbing 
heart of the city—the Mill Creek valley—ne 
longer shutin its narrow limits the railroad 
termini of the city,’’ but the entire Eastern 
portion of the city should be gridironed by 
surface and elevated tracks. 

It was not necessary that Devoy should be 
indignantly eloguent and attempt to clothe 
himself in a short - waisted coat of prophecy. 

It was not necessary that Temple should ex- 
plain his position by reading 1,600 words type- 
written from cop nt so new to the 
reader that he stumbled wretchedly through 
un. and destroyed the connection of many 
finely-turned sentences.

The bill was first taken up last night at 8:30 
o’clock, on Mr. Stone’s motion. With the ex- 
ception of thirty minutes’ recess, it remained 
the subject for discussion until 1:30 o’clock 
this morning. It was then ordered to engross- 
ment, reported as engrossed, and passed 
finally. One amendment was made. That was 
the only concession. It was in regard to 
switching charges. The Iron Mountain is 
allowed to charge a rate for switch- 
ing cars over the elevated structure, 
which will earn for it 7 per cent 
on the amount invested in building the ele- 
vated way over and above the cost of operation, 
maintenance and taxes. Mr. Devoy offered 
this amendment, this peculiar provision. 
Other amendments—to restrict the charge to 
$1 per car, to compel the transportation of 
all cars tendered by other roads on penalty of 
forfeiture of the franchise, to allow other 
roads to use the structure under reason- 
able regulations and on payment of fair com- 
pensation—were voted down by the solid six 
and thelr ally. 

When I was asked to introduce this bill I 
was promised amendments would be made to 
it,’’ said Mr. Duross. 

Stone dropped his eyes. He has never given 
areason for his betrayal of Mr. Duross’ con- 
fidence. Devoy tried to turn the argument 
another way. 

When finally the bill was passed Mr. Du- 
ross, disheartened at the treachery and bad 
faith which haa characterized the history of 
the bill, said: ‘‘If this thing continues I shall 
be forced to resign.’’ 

The bill will be transmitted to the House of 
Delegates Friday night. Unless extra meet- 
ings are held it can only reach second reading 
onthe night ot Tuesday, the 15th inst., the 
date set for adjournment. It is, however, 
probable that the session will be extended to 
the 28th, and a strong effort will be made to 
get the bill through by that time. What atti- 
tude the House will take on it is still uncertain, 
though there Is known to be a strong element 
of opposition to its passage.

BRAYTON, THE BOSS. 


An Ineffectual Effort to Bounce the Chief 
of the State Police. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., June 9.—As was indicated 
in Monday evening’s dispatches, the General 
Assembly yesterday gave their highest in- 
dorsement to ‘‘bossism,’’ and refused to re- 
peal the law under which Charles R. Brayton 
was elected Chief of the State Police for the 
enforcement of the prohibitory amendment to 
the constitution of the State. When the boat 
lett here for Newport yesterday morning the 
friends of Brayton began to lobby and the 


county members of the Legisiature were 
greeted b the workers. When the 
House ha been called to order half 
a dozen members presented petition upon the 
top of petition for the removal of Brayton, 
the aggregate of signatures being 8,000, in- 
— manufacturers, merchants and repre- 
sentatives of ali the professions. Benjamin M. 
Bosworth, Jr., who was Brayton’s candidate 
for Attorney- General, opened the ball by mov- 
ing that the petitions be tabled, but that mo- 
tion was withdrawn and another offered to re- 
ter them to the Senate entirely unpre- 
cedented proceeding. The f friends of the pe- 
titioners objected to this and after a lively 
skirmish the papers were referred to the Com- 
mittee on Special Legislation. A bill was then 
introduced for an act repealing those sections 
of the law for the suppression of intemperance 
which created the office of Chief of the State 
Police and detailed his duties. Immediately 
Brayton’s friends began to toss the bill about 
like afoot-ball. If any one spoke in favor of 
it acoterie of Braytonites amused themselves 
by interjecting sarcastic remarks. Those who 
spoke against the bill seemed proud of their 
former action, and said if they had the matter 
to do over again they would repeat the vote 
whereby Brayton was electe and stated 
broadly that no committees could give them 
any information which they did not already 
may orfurnish them any. So effective had 
een the lobbying on the boat that two of the 
members who had opposed Brayton now came 
outand declared that ghey would vote for 
him. The whole bur@n of the discussion 
seemed to be thatthe members had been in- 
sulted by the criticisms of the daily press, the 
clergy and the business men and for that rea- 
son above all others, regardless of what the 
people said, despite the protests of the Prohi- 
itionists, despite the scandal which the elec- 
tion had brought upon the State, the House 
voted by 56 to 12 not to repeal the objectiona- 
ble sections ofthe law. After the House ad- 
ourned Bra pee was seen on the sidewalk in 
ront of t Perry House, receivin 
the 2 of his friends, an 
among those who eagerly 3 for- 
ware to catch a kindly smile 
from the grand boss, were several ofthe 
members of the House who had refused to 
listen to the voice of the people or consider 
the protests ofthe Prohibitionists. Possibly 
an attempt will be made to-day to introduce a 
resolution calling for the election of another 
Chief of the State Police. The Assembly has 
the power to remove Brayton and can do so in 
that way, but as the boss“ has the Legisla- 
ture under his thumb, he will no doubt easily 
defeat that measure. A roll-call was demanded 
to-day and ordered by the Chair, and through 
its agency the Legislaturs were placed on 
recor he indignant citizens say that the 
roll will be made the subject of serious prayer 
between now and the next State election. 
The shabby manner in which the petitioners 
— received tq-day will have its effect in due 
time.

Across the hall from the carpenter-shpp 8 
the turning-shop. There twenty boys were 
turning out neat little in cedar, 
cups, rings, vases and work 
of the same class. In a very few minutes a 
square biock of rough wood under their hands 
came out afinished piece equal to any made 
by professional workmen. 

On the second floor a class of boys were 
making molds from different patterns turned 
out by the first-yearclass. They worked away 
in blue overhauls regardless of dirt, handling 
the treacherous molding sand as expertly as 
anteight-hour stove moulder. 

The blacksmith shop on the first floor made 
more noise than all the rest ot the buliding 
The exhibition exercises were 


gate ooks, lath tools and other light 
work. In a marvelously sbort time there 
was turned out from the twenty-two 


forges enough hooks and toole o run a small 
bardware store. Every boy, after be has taken 
the blacksmith course, isfully competent to 
fill the position of helper in any shop in the 
country. In the machine-shop the two 
engines built by the third-year class 
were working away as smoothly and evenl 
as could be wished. All the work connecte 
with the construction was done in the school 
from the original drawings to the last 
touch of the emery paper and paint 
brush. At the various machine lathes, planers, 
drills and benches about the shop the boys 
who graduate to-morrow were making 
screws, handles and other parts of engines in 
the course of construction. 
THE EXHIBITION OF DRAWINGS 

of the three classes would take volumes to 
describe. There were all kinds, from the 
crude free-hand representation of a nail made 
by a first year boy to the finished 
locomotive of the third year expert every 
branch of mechanical drawing is represented. 
Plans for houses, plans for engines and ma- 
chine drawings of pumps, engines drills, 
lathes and every conceivable piece of ma- 
chinery. were scattered over the wall. 
The four best were drawings of machines 
which were all drawn from the machines 
themselves, and not copied from other draw- 
ings, and are considered by experts equal to 
= work of the kind ever done in St. uis. 

he apparatus constructed by pupils of the 
schvol are triumphs of skill and ingenuity. 
They include dynamos, electro-magnets, tele- 
phones, telegraph keys and sounders, electric 
annunciators, electric bells, Lyden jars and 
other electrical appliances. 

The third-year class room was given up to 
the shop work of the three classes constructed 
during the year: there were piles of tongs, 
fire-shovels, machine tools and iron 
and steel work of ali descriptions 
from the forges of the second-year boys; 
pulleys, wheels, screws, bolts, couplings and 
machines made by the third year class: wood- 
work from the first year shops of every de- 
scription of boxes, cups, fences, closets, pat- 
terns, carvings and almost everything that 
can be made of wood. 

The afternoon was given up to class recita- 
tions and descriptions and explanations of the 
physical apparatus.

City Cows Causing Consumption. 


Paris Dispatch to the London Daily Telegraph. 

The Council of Health has reported in 
favor of the expulsion of all dairy cows 
from Paris, and only the toleration of a 
very few, the owners of which can show 
exceptional conditions of salubrity. There 
are upward of 5,000 of these animals in 
the capital, and they are found to 
be a prolifio source of ulmonary 
consumption. The milk of a great 
number of them was alive with 
the bacillus, which wastes the tis- 
sues of cows and human beings attacked 
with phthisis. A syndicate of dairymen 
who have taken stables which they use 
for byres on long leases cry out in the 
name of vested hts against the hard- 
ship of their business bane broken up and 
no compensation granted. It has been 
suggested that M. Pasteur might finda 


means of subduing phthisis, and thus 
rendering it safe to drink the milk which 
is drawn from cows kept in confinement. 


The Council of Health has, however 
turned a deaf ear to the suggestion, and 
will continue to do so.
